The use of the aeroplane in the past two or three years is speeding up 
the work of mapping out the most likely areas and this is being followed 
up by trained men equipped with the most modern scientific instruments 
in unprecedented efforts to locate great veins of gold and silver, copper 
and zine and huge pools of oj] and big deposits of gas and other forme of 
mineral riches , 

Even before these modern methods of Jocating and wreésting wealth 
from unseen depths were made available, concrete indications of its exist- 
ence were evident in such discoveries as the Turner Valley oil and gas fields 
in Alberta, copper and gold in Manitoba and the more recent finds of gold 
in the Athabasca Lake region in Saskatchewan, to mention only a few of 
them. 

Some pf these deposits have already been developed and others are 
being turned into production, but even in these known fields cumulative 
evidence points to the probability that only the surface has yet been 
scratched, as witness the recent discovery of the existence of oil, presum- | 
ably in large quantities, at hithetto untapped depths just beyond the out- 
skirts of the known Turner Valley field. 

And outside the known and already productive fields is a vast territory 
which, if credence is to be given the weight of évidence and belief of scien-| 
tific authorities, has perhaps even greater possibilities. j 

The discovery by Major Howard, Winnipeg geologist, of definite fold- 
ing of sub strata in south western Manitoba recently prompted Dorsey) 
Hager of New York, a geologist of international repute and author ‘of 
standard works on field geology, to express his conviction that there is| 
every reason to suppdse that the whole of Saskatchewan, the greater part of 
Alberta and part of Manitoba are sitting over a vast potential oil and 
gas field. 

Such a possibility has been suspected for some time but Mr. Hager 
wisely drew attention to the difficulties which must be encountered before 

_ this great wealth can be tapped with any degree of reasonable certainty 
and intimated that recovery of these riches is likely to entail large expendi- 
tures of capital because of the peculiar geological conformation of the 
country. 

For example, Mr. Hager pointed out that the residents of the Lioyd- 
minster district on the Alberta-Saskatchewan boundary who were fortunate 
enough to strike gas in commercial quantities on the strength of sketchy 
geological reports complied in wa were taking a gamble with odds of 
500 to one against them and that “even where a dome or anticline is 
located -in a known field by experienced men the chances are only one in 
three that of] or gas will be found in commercial quantities.” 

The difficulties of locating hidden mineral wealth afe great enough in 
countries where exposed outcroppings are frequent and where geological 
sub-strata is regular but these handicaps are multiplied a hundredfold in 
a territory overlain by glacial drift and where the qub-strata is subjected | 
to frequent faults as in the prairie provjnces. 

All of which is tantamount to saynig that the search for mineral 
wealth in Western Canada is essentially a rich man’s game and that the great 
need for successful prosecution of the search is available capital in con- 
siderable quantijies. Those who attempt it on a shoe string are playing 
against great odds,

Mining Is The Only 
Main Industry Which Has 
Recovered From Depression 


o— 


Mining is the only qne of Canada's | 
main industries which has fully re- 
gained the losses of the depression, 
says the Bank of Nova Scotia's: 
monthly review for July. 

In 1935 the output of Canadian) 
mines was valued at about $310,000,-| 
000, which represents an expansion 
of 60 per cent. since 1932, low year 
of the depression. 

One branch of mineral production 

metals—is entirely responsible for 
this rémarkable showing. The value 
of metallic output in 1935, at $222 
millions, was much the highest on 
record; it was nearly double that of 
1932 and over 40 per cent. greater 
than that of 1929. Coal production, 
on the other hand, valued at $42 
millions, was but twofthiyis of the 
figure for 1929; and er] minerals, | 
consisting largely of\ building Pro-| 
ducts, were worth less“than half of 
the peak output. 

Gold has played the leading role 
in the growing value of metal out- 
put, for ‘unlike other branches of 
production there has been no depres 
sion in gold mining. Year by year) 
since 1929 the value of output has) 
steadily risen—from about $40 mil-| 
lions to $116 millions. Up to 1932 
enlarged receipts were mainly a re-| 
flection of growing production. Since. 
then, however, the primary factor in 
expansion has been the increase in 
price—from $20.67 to about $35.00 
per fine ounce, glthough production| 
was somewhat h r in 1935 than 
1932. Gold was sible for over 


half the value of metal produc- 
tion in 1935, as ntrasted with 
slightly more thanf>ne-quarter of the 
total in 1929. 

Although base fietals played the: 


main part in thf reduction in the 
value of metal output from the peak 
of prosperity to the depths of de- 
pression, they have been of import- 
ance in the subsequent revival. The) 
value of the combined production of 
copper, nickel, lead and zinc de- 
_ creased from $98 millions in 1929 to 
but $32 millions in 1932. The total 
has since risen, however, to $88 et 
lions. In 1935, nickel had surpassed 
its former record and zinc had near- 
ly attained it. Copper and lead were 
still considerably below the peak 
level. 

Each one of these four base meta)s 
‘was produced in larger volume dur- 
ing the past year than in the peak! 
year previous to the depression. In 
the case of nickel, the price of which 
has remained stable, enlarged output 
has been reflected in greater receipts, 
Increased production of the other 
three metals, however, has heen more 
than offset by lower prices. Prices)

Contain Proportion Of Feed 


Grain Sereenings From Terminal 
Elevators Run Into Thousands 
Of Tons 

Grain growers of Wéstern Canada 
follow the practice of shipping most 
of the weed seeds and other foreign 
material, harvested with the grain to! 
terminal elevators. This foreign 
material, in addition to weed seeds, | 
includes broken and shrunken grain, 
dirt, dust and chaff. As cleaned 
from the grain, these screenings 


contain a proportion of feed, a pro- 
portion of mustards and other un- 
palatable and injurious weed seeds 
and a proportion of waste matter. 
They are accordingly separated and 
graded to provide several classes of 
feed material, and to prevent the 
distribution in Canada of material 
which is both unsafe to feed and 
dangerous from the standpoint of 
weed distribution. 

During the eight months ending 
March 31, 1936, 94,762 tons were 
shipped from terminal elevator, with 
53,848 tons billed for export. Ad- 
ditional screenings were cleaned 
from grain at the farms, country 
elevators, and mills, but no complete 
figures of the quantities from these 
sources are available. 

The type of screenings most popu- 
lar with Canadian feeders is com- 
posed principally of broken and 
shrunken wheat and wild buckwheat 
and is known as No. 1 Feed Screen- 
ings. Screenings composed prin- 
cipally of wild oats have never at- 
tained great popularity in Canada, 
npr is there much demand for any) 
type of screenings from which the) 
fine weed seeds, chaff and dust have 
not been largely removed.

Thus, for 
the purpose of devoting special at- 
tention to matters in agricultural re- 
search bearing upon this science, the 
Division of Bacteriology of the Ex 
perimental Farms Branch, Dominion 
DepaMiment of Agriculture 
founded, its function being to cc 
operate through the application of 
its special knowledge of germ life to 
the diverse problems of research and 
control work carried on by the De- 
partment. 

The work of the Division has de- 
veloped along two lines, namely serv- 
ing Canadian agriculture as a whole, 
and helping the farmer as an in- 
dividual.

(1) Research and experimental

A continuing race for Atlantic 
speed supremacy was foreshadowed 
in the recent disclaimer by officers of 
R.M.S. Queen Mary of a new record 
despite the liner’s fastest crossing 
between Europe and New York. 

The huge British steamship travelled 
3,098 nautical miles from Cherbourg 
to Ambrose Light in four days, eight 
hours, 87 minutes, at an average of 
29.61 knots. 

The French liner Normandie holds 
the mythical blue pennant for At- 
lantie speed, a record of 8,192 nauti- 
cal miles from Southampton to Am- 
brose Light at an average speed of 
29.64 knots. Her total time was 
four days, 11 hours, 42 minutes, 
made in June, 1935. 

“We don't get the pennant because’ 
we jolly well don't deserve it,” Sir 
Edgar Britten, the Queen Mary's 
commander, said as the ship crept 
up the river to her pier in the Hud- 
gon river,

All consolidated arrears of 
taxes shall under this Act be 
payable by five equal annual 
installments together with 
the current taxes on or before 
the 15th. day of December ex- 
cept ag hereinafter mentioned 

The following persons may 
make application to the Council 
to come under the provisions of 
the above Act. 

Any person, firm or corpora- 

_ tion who is the owner of any 
parcel of land inthe Town of 
Redcliff, against the title of, 
which, there is a subsisting not- 
ification for arrears under “The 
Tax Recovery Act 1929. 

Any person who has been a 
bona fide resident of the Town 
wf Redcliff for 12 months im-

Upon receipt of the applica- 
tion, the Secretary Treasurer 
shall calculate the amount re- 
guired to pay the arrears of 
taxes, if the same were consoli- 
dated, and the applicant shall 
deposit with the Secretary 
Treasurer one fifth of such sum. 

In such cases where the ap- 
piication to consolidate is made 
after the 15th day of November 
1936, the applicant shall also 
deposit with the ‘Secretary 
Treasurer sufficient to pay the 
current year’s taxes.

The Council may, on the ap- 
plications in writing of any per- 
sen liable under a consolidated 
agreement untler this Act and 
with the approval of the Minis- 
ter, by resolution, extend that 
agreement for one year and 
waive payment of the instal-

is made, ,in case it is thought 
proper so to do by reason of crop 
feilure or other circumstances. 

No buildings, fences, fixtures 
or other improvements shall b 
removed from any land in re- 
spect to which there is a sub- 
sisting tax consolidation agree- 
ment.

Everyone who examines a bird's 
nest must marvel at the exactness of 
the architectum and the thorough- 
ness with which it is. built. Un- 
questionably, birds must do“a great 
deal of thinking about their homes, 
because they not only carefully 
choose the building material but de- 
sign them according to their par 
ticular surroundings and the needs 
of protecting their families, There 
are many other ways, however, in 
which birds apparently exhibit 
reasoning powers. 

For example, “Our Dumb Anhl- 
mais,” the interesting magazine) 
published every month by the Mas-|. 
sachusetts Society for the Preven- 
tion of Cruelty to Animals, ponders 
in the July issue why it is that wood- 
peckers, which are not nut eaters but 
insect and grub feeders, store acorns 
in the bark of pine trees.

One Of The Few Advances Made In! 
This Art In 8,000 Years | 

A new type of porcelain, its sur-) 
face done by “nut frost,” one of the 
few 3,000 years of the 
was announced at the 
conference at Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology. 

The “nut frost” is real. It is 
metallic, formed when metals freeze 
at temperatures around 2,000 de-| 
grees Fahrenheit. The metallic frost | 
has all the patterns of’ frost on the} 
window pane, and can have all the/ 
colors of the rainbow. 

The metallic frost is lustrous, its! 
surface smooth. Unlike the frost on 
winter windows, the metallic kind) 
can grow crystals of any size.

The new ceramic was developed at 
the Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology, in the laboratory of Pro-| 
fessor F. H. Norton, who described | 
it to the conference.
